
More go for breast screening in borough 


SUPPORT our flag - that was the 
message this week from MPs, 
council and community leaders 
who hit back at claims the Black 
Country flag is offensive. 

Anti-racism campaigner Patrick Ver¬ 
non, OBE, insisted the area was ‘still in 
denial’ over its links to the slave trade. 

Following Tuesday’s 
Black Country Day - and 
the festival which has 
seen thousands celebrat¬ 
ing the region’s history 
and culture - he pointed 
out that the chains on the 
official flag, designed by 
a Stourbridge schoolgirl, 
Gracie Sheppard, were a 
‘disturbing’ image. 

Leading the backlash, 
Dudley North Labour MP 
Ian Austin said: “This is 
Patrick Vernon OBE ridiculous nonsense. The 
Black Country Festival 
brings everyone from our diverse communities to¬ 
gether. 

“If he had come to Stone Street Square he would 
have seen people off all races and backgrounds en¬ 
joying the fun. It was an example of what makes our 
society something to celebrate.” 

Dudley South Conservative MP Mike Wood 
added: “While we need to be sensitive, we should 
not be trying to re-write history. 

“Chainmaking is part of our local identity and 
our industrial heritage. It is a history we should be 
proud of, not one we should be running away from.” 

Valerie Vaz, MP for Walsall South, said: “The 
flag is a symbol of unity. Gracie produced a clever 
design that inspires our multi-cultural present and 
future.” 

Confederate 

But Mr Vernon, a former London Labour council¬ 
lor who grew up in Wolverhampton, added: “If we 
were in America the chains logo would be seen as 
the equivalent as the Confederate Flag.” 

One council leader has invited Mr Vernon to visit 
the Black Country and see it for himself. Sandwell 
Council’s Darren Cooper said: “It is simply wrong to 
say the flag is offensive. I’m inviting Mr Vernon to 
visit and see the diversity of our culture.” 

The flag was designed in 2012 the Stourbridge 
youngster. Her design was inspired by Elihu Bur- 
ritt, the American consul to Birmingham who de¬ 
scribed the region as ‘black by day and red by night’. 
The white cone in the middle symbolises the Red 
House Glass Cone and the chains commemorate 
local industry. 


THE number of women being invited for 
breast screening is rising but the total who 
actually go is falling in some parts of the West 
Midlands, although not in Dudley. 

Across the country there has been a 4.7 per 
cent increase in letters sent to women eligible 
for the tests. However, the number who book 
an appointment has fallen for the third suc¬ 
cessive year. It comes as the Government calls 
for the number of screenings to go up every 12 
months to boost the fight against cancer. 

But cancer charities say the figures could 
show that women are making ‘informed de¬ 
cisions’. 

In 2013/14, 72.1 per cent took up their in¬ 
vitation to be screened and were screened 


within six months of invitation. This com¬ 
pares with 72.2 per cent in 2012/13 and 73.1 
per cent in 2011/12. 

Locally, the total being screened has fallen 
in Sandwell, Staffordshire, Worcestershire 
and Birmingham. But it has risen slightly in 
Dudley, Walsall and Wolverhampton. 

In Sandwell the percentage dropped from 
72.8 to 72.1, and Staffordshire’s total went 
from 79.6 to 79.2, compared to a drop from 
71.1 per cent to 70.5 in Birmingham. The 
sharpest drop was Worcestershire, from 80.7 
per cent to 79.4. 

Across the West Midlands there was a 0.5 
per cent drop to 76.3 per cent. 

Under the NHS Breast Screening Pro¬ 


gramme, all eligible women aged 50-70 are 
invited for a test every three years. 

The aim of breast screening is to detect can¬ 
cer at an early stage when any changes in the 
breast are often too small to feel. 

Of all women in England with cancers found 
in 2013/14, 39.9 per cent - 7,175 - had inva¬ 
sive but small cancers of less than 15mm in 
diameter, usually too small to detect by hand. 

Mia Rosenblatt, at Breast Cancer Cam¬ 
paign, said: “Although there has been a small 
decline in the proportion of women attending 
breast screening, it is encouraging to see that 
confidence in the screening programme re¬ 
mains strong.”

DEVELOPERS say they are pleased with 
the support they were given in Coseley at 
an exhibition into a 900-home plan. 

While the dozens who attended a two- 
day consultation about the 66-acre Cose¬ 
ley Park offered mainly positive responses, 
concerns were raised about traffic. 

The plans for the site replace the former 
Coseley Eco Park scheme at the Bean 
Road and Wellington industrial estates 
and Newey Business Park. Abbas Raza, 
spokesman for developers Skelton Group 
Investments Ltd, said: “We had over 50 
people attend and they seemed quite 
happy to see housing planned for the site.”

MPS from across the West Midlands have 
teamed up to work in boosting jobs, busi¬ 
ness and industry. 

Dudley North Labour MP Ian Austin has 
met with others from across the political 
divide. He is co-chairing the All Party Par¬ 
liamentary Group on the Economy of the 
West Midlands with Wyre Forest Conserv¬ 
ative MP Mark Gamier. 

Set up to get MPs from all parties work¬ 
ing together to raise issues affecting the re¬ 
gional economy, the group regularly meets 
with leading figures from Local Enterprise 
Partnerships and business.

DUDLEY’S economy is the worst per¬ 
forming in the Black Country and one 
of the worst in the country, new figures 
reveal. 

The borough’s year-on-year growth to 
the end of March was just 0.4 per cent. 
It falls behind the regional average of 
2.2 per cent and was outperformed by 
neighbouring Black Country boroughs, 
which were also outpacing Birmingham. 

Black Country Chamber of Commerce 
president Ninder Johal said the issue 
provides a ‘challenge’ for Dudley. 

“This figure shows that we need to 
work harder in Dudley,” he said. “Peo¬ 


ple should use this as a challenge. Dud¬ 
ley will benefit from the growth of the 
other three Black Country boroughs. 
Each particular borough is different and 
you wouldn’t expect the same growth at 
the same time of the year.” 

Worcestershire, including Wyre For¬ 
est, Hagley and Clent, was among the 
top performing areas with growth of 3.4 
per cent. 

The Royal Bank of Scotland’s Re¬ 
gional Growth Tracker shows Stafford¬ 
shire’s economy grew by 2.4 per cent in 
the 12 months up to March this year. 
Wolverhampton and Sandwell were 


close behind on 2.1 per cent, and both 
outperformed Birmingham, which man¬ 
aged a 1.9 per cent increase. Walsall 
achieving a growth rate of 1.8 per cent. 

But bottom of the list for the West 
Midlands is Dudley. 

Dudley Council has ambitious projects 
aimed at turning the borough around, 
such as the ongoing revamp of the town 
centre and a £50 million regeneration 
project proposed to transform land in 
Halesowen bese the M5. It is estimated 
that new business hub could create 
6,000 jobs, thought there are fears over 
impact on the green belt. 


Council's new power to 
target thugs and drugs 


YOBS causing a nuisance and 
drug dealers hanging around the 
streets will be tackled by the use 
of new council powers. 

A crackdown is being launched by 
Dudley Council, which is looking to 
introduce Public Space Protection Or¬ 
ders to curb problems. 

If approved, the proposed order would 
ban a range of anti-social behaviour. 

Shoppers using Stourbridge’s Ryemarket 
shopping centre car park have complained 
about gangs of teenagers and skateboard¬ 
ers. But the powers could be used to stop 
under-18s from entering the car park un¬ 
less driving a road legal vehicle or accompa¬ 
nied by a responsible adult. In Netherton, 
the council is looking to tackle drugs and 
alcohol. Large groups of people could be 
interpreted as intimidating following com¬ 
plaints about menacing behaviour. 

Anyone caught flouting the rules would 
face a £100 fine or being taken to court. 

A consultation has been launched to get 
the views of residents and businesses in 
Netherton and Stourbridge. If approved, 
the orders will be in place for three years 
covering Exeter Road/ Bowling Green, 
Netherton and Ryemarket pay and display 
car park. 

Right 

Cabinet member for health and well-be¬ 
ing Councillor Rachel Harris said: “Every¬ 
one has the right to be safe and to feel safe. 
The safety and well being of our residents 
is of the utmost importance and is some¬ 
thing we take very seriously. 

“We have worked closely with the com¬ 
munities concerned and the police in and 
will continue to do so now and in the future. 
When the orders are made, Dudley Council 
will be working with the police to employ a 
no tolerance approach to breaches.” 

The Anti-Social Behaviour, Crime and 
Policing Act introduced the Public Space 
Protection Order to allow local authorities 
to control anti-social behaviour more effec¬ 
tively. 

Feedback from the consultation, which 
runs until August 2, will be reviewed by the 
council and police. If supported, the order 
would go live within the areas before the 
summer is over.

Alcoholic, 31, 
in a jealous 
attack with 
file is jailed 

A MAN who was armed with a file when 
he charged at a Stourbridge shopkeeper 
only to get butted in the face has been 
jailed for 18 months. 

Anthony Hyde had split up with his 
partner and she was in a new relation¬ 
ship with Mohammed Tabazar, Wolver¬ 
hampton Crown Court was told. 

Mr Tabazar worked in a shop in High 
Street, Lye and he was told by Hyde: 
“She’s married to me” before he took 
the large file from his rucksack. Hyde 
ran towards Mr Tabazar while holding 
the weapon but was butted by his poten¬ 
tial victim, who managed to disarm him 
after a struggle. 

Hyde, of Cypress Road, Kates Hill, ad¬ 
mitted getting in touch with his ex-part¬ 
ner in breach of a restraining order and 
also making threats with an offensive 
weapon. 

Mr Delroy Henry, defending, said the 
31-year-old father-of-two had acted on 
impulse and now accepted it had been 
‘reckless and foolhardy behaviour’. 

He told the court that Hyde accepted 
there was no excuse for his actions on 
March 10, when his judgement had been 
impaired by alcohol. 

Mr Henry said: “He is old enough to 
know better and he accepts he must 
have put this other man in fear for his 
safety. He has now been in touch with 
Alcoholics Anonymous to try and resolve 
his drink problem.” 

Judge Nicholas Webb made a fresh 
five year restraining order forbidding 
Hyde from contacting his former part¬ 
ner. 

Petition opposing 
deal over mosque 

AN ONLINE petition has been set up 
urging council bosses to reject an offer 
from Dudley Muslim Association in the 
long-running saga over a new mosque in 
the town. 

The DMA has offered Dudley Council 
£325,000 to drop a court action block¬ 
ing plans to build a replacement central 
mosque. But a petition has now been 
launched on the change.org website 
urging the council to turn it down. More 
than 300 people have signed it. 

It states: “The idea of Dudley Council 
taking cash from the DMA in order to 
go against the wishes of the people of 
Dudley is an affront to justice. The legal 
process must continue.” 

Residents are invited to give their 
views when the scrutiny board considers 
the offer on July 27 and 28.

Taxi drivers 
saying car 
tests need 
to change 

TAXI owners in Dudley are demand¬ 
ing a change to rules which mean 
they have to fork out up to £500 in 
vehicle tests every year. 

Current policies are out-dated and 
hitting drivers in the pocket, accord¬ 
ing to members of Dudley Private 
Hire and Taxi Association. 

Taxi owners have to pay £230 for 
their vehicle test and licence appli¬ 
cation every year but drivers of older 
cars, over six years old, face additional 
vehicle tests during the year. 

Rules limiting the colour of taxis to 
white were scrapped last year follow¬ 
ing a campaign by cabbie, including 
‘slow drives’ in Dudley town centre. 

The association says the change 
has allowed more of its members to 
change their cars meaning there are 
less older vehicles on the roads. 

But under current rules, cars aged 
between six and eight years face two 
tests a year and those over eight need 
a test every four months. Additional 
tests can cost £153.40 under current 
guidelines. 

Committee 

Association chairman Shaz Saleem 
said: “The policy is outdated now. 
This policy should change as it is hit¬ 
ting people in the pocket.” 

New proposals which will go before 
the council’s taxi committee saying 
vehicles between six and 10 years old 
should be subject to six-monthly tests. 
Vehicles 10 years old and above would 
still receive four month tests. 

It was due to be discussed at a meet¬ 
ing this week. 

Lorry driver killed 
in crash identified 

A LORRY driver killed in a crash 
on the M6 was named today as Lee 
‘Andy’ Smith from Dudley, as his fi¬ 
ancee paid a touching tribute to him. 

Mr Smith, from Wrens Nest, died 
when his Mercedes drop side lorry 
collided with another HGV. 

The 46-year-old’s fiancee, Jean, 
said: “Andy was a loving fiance, fa¬ 
ther, granddad, brother and uncle to 
many. Everyone is in total shock to 
lose him in this way. He leaves three 
daughters, two sons and five grand¬ 
daughters. We are all devastated to 
lose Andy in such shocking circum¬ 
stances.” 

The crash happened just after 9am 
on Tuesday, July 7, near junction 4 
of the M6. Anyone with information 
should call police on 101.

Man admits murder in cellar body case 


A 33-year-old man has admitted murdering a father 
whose body was found in the basement of a Rowley 
Regis home on New Year’s Day. 

Stuart Millership has also apologised for the lies 
he told about the crime and the anguish caused to 
the family of victim Mr Baljit Singh. 

Mr Singh, from Meadow Road, Edgbaston disap¬ 
peared on December 23 last year after reportedly 
leaving his home to collect a birthday cake for his 
son. 

The 50-year-old’s body was found by police at 
around 9am on January 1 at a house in Beeches 
Road, Rowley Regis, the address where Millership 
lived. 

A post-mortem examination revealed Mr Singh 


died from head injuries and a knife wound to the 
neck. 

Millership pleaded guilty to the murder when 
he appeared at Wolverhampton Crown Court last 
week. He had earlier denied the offence and a trial 
had been due to start. As a result, a further hearing 
was due to take place this week. 

Mr Rex Tedd QC, who leads the defence legal 
team, readjust one paragraph from the basis of Mil- 
lership’s guilty plea to the court. It stated: “I am 
truly sorry for the death of Baljit Singh and the an¬ 
guish that this has caused his family, particularly 
his wife and son. I wish to apologise for my part in 
this offence and for my earlier failures to tell the 
truth.” 


Millership, of Beeches Road, was arrested at an 
address in Kingswinford the day before the body 
was found, on suspicion of stealing Mr Singh’s 
Range Rover. He was later charged with murder. 

Remanded 

He appeared in court wearing an open neck white 
shirt and black trousers. He was remanded in cus¬ 
tody until Tuesday, July 14, when there was due to 
be a further court hearing . 

Neither police or the family of Mr Singh - one of 
the founders of Smethwick-based Mahal Warriors 
Football Club in 1979 - will comment until the case 
has been completed.

The TUC and Sandwell Council-led event saw 
market stalls, fairground rides, live music, dance 
and speeches. 

There were also large crowds in Wall Heath on 
Saturday. The village’s summer fair looked at how 
villagers interacted with Black Country life, and 
more than 1,000 people flocked to the Gornal Fun 
Day at the recreation ground off Vale Street. 

There was a collection classic cars on show, three 
large bouncy castles and a series of stalls. 

Football fans were also in for a treat as Tipton 
Town took on the West Bromwich Albion All Stars 
as part of the festival celebrations. 

Town won the match 2-0, with Albion legends in¬ 
cluding Bob Taylor, Paul Devlin, Richard Sneekes, 
and Darren Bradley taking part.

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Consultation over 
town centre plans 

PEOPLE are being asked for their 
views on ambitious plans to further 
regenerate parts of Dudley. 

A consultation has been launched 
on proposals for Dudley town centre 
and Castle Hill. It comes as a £10 
million masterplan is already under 
way to transform Castle Hill to boost 
tourism by better linking attractions. 
Major £6.7m restoration works have 
been carried out to revamp the town’s 
market place too.

Merry Hill in car 
park £3m revamp 

CAR parks and roads at Merry Hill 
are being given a £3 million revamp 
aimed at making them more attrac¬ 
tive to shoppers and boosting visitor 
numbers.

TRAVELLERS have left rubbish and 
a burned-out caravan on a park in 
Halesowen. The group had been on 
Hurst Green Park for two weeks be¬ 
fore being moved off by bailiffs. 

Dudley Council has now spent 
£2,800 on temporary bollards. 

The wreck of the caravan and other 
litter remained on site while council 
bosses sought contractors to remove 
it. Councillor Hilary Bills said: “Yet 
again the taxpayer has to foot the bill 
for mess left by other people.”

U-turn over bid to reduce fire stations 


CONTROVERSIAL proposals to 
downgrade four fire stations - two 
still in the process of being built - 
have been scrapped. 

Kinver, Codsall, Bilbrook and 
Brewood stations were all due to 
have their emergency cover removed 
under initial proposals by Stafford¬ 
shire Fire and Rescue Service to help 
them save £1.7 million. 

Emergency capability in the 


county would have gone down from 
42 pumps at 33 stations to 15 pumps 
at 15 stations. 

South Staffordshire MP Gavin 
Williamson launched a petition call¬ 
ing for Kinver, Brewood, Bilbrook 
and Codsall to all keep their engines, 
collecting more than 2,500 names. 
Kinver and Codsall stations are still 
in the process of being completed. 

Despite the U-turn which saw the 


proposals withdrawn, he still pre¬ 
sented the petition in Parliament. 

“I welcome the recommendation 
being put to the fire authority but 
wanted to leave councillors in no 
doubt about the strength of feeling,” 
he said. 

“We are all very proud of the dedi¬ 
cation, commitment and selflessness 
of firefighters but they were being let 
down by the original proposals. 


“The entire thing has been a fi¬ 
asco. Millions of pounds of public 
money has been spent on refurbish¬ 
ing fire stations. Some are still being 
built and faced the prospect of being 
downgraded.” 

Mr Williamson added: “That vast 
groundswell of public opinion against 
the proposals has made the chief fire 
officer realise that course of action 
was utterly ridiculous.”

More than 60 homes 
on way for canalside

DOZENS of homes will be 
built in Brierley Hill under 
new plans to transform a 
derelict industrial site into 
a plush canalside estate. 

Clearwater Properties wants 
to build 61 properties on the 
Waterside Business Park site in 
Brettell Lane. 

Quattro Design Architects, which 
has submitted the plans on the de¬ 
veloper’s behalf, said the scheme 
would ‘regenerate a derelict indus¬ 
trial site into much-needed homes’. 

Clearwater said the development 
would reinvigorate a site which has 
struggled to attract new businesses, 
and that new homes would be in 
keeping with similar new-builds 
nearby. 

A 100ft block of industrial units 
currently dominate the site and 
would be flattened to make way for 
the new homes. 

In total, 52 houses would be built. 
They would be a mixture of two, 
three and four bedroom properties 
and would be accompanied by nine 
flats. 

Councillors are expected to ex¬ 
amine the proposals in the coming 
weeks. 

As part of the blueprint, a line 
of homes would overlook the canal 
with properties on the opposite side 
of an access road. 

Prominent 

Green space to be used by resi¬ 
dents is also a prominent feature of 
the designs. 

A design and access statement 
with the plans says: “The submitted 
site layout plan is only provided as 
an indication of how the site could 
be developed but it does establish 
some key principles of the scheme. 
These include creating an improved 
relationship with the canal, es¬ 
tablishing a strong frontage onto 
Brettell Lane and integrating open 
spaces within the site.” 

News of the potential develop¬ 
ment was welcomed by Brierley Hill 
councillor Zafar Islam who said the 
homes would be an attractive addi¬ 
tion to the area.

Witnesses in 
contact with 
police after 
fatal crash 

POLICE investigating a crash in 
which a hospital nurse suffered fatal 
injuries say several witnesses have 
come forward. 

Christian Hugh Davies - known as 
Hugh - died after being thrown from 
his motorbike on his way to work at 
Russells Hall Hospital. 

The 50-year-old’s Honda motorbike 
collided with a white van on Pedmore 
Road at the junction with The Gate¬ 
way, shortly before 7pm on Tuesday, 
June 30. 

Sergeant Alan Wood, from West 
Midlands Police, said: “A number 
of witnesses have come forward and 
supplied us with information about 
the collision, however, if there are 
any other road users who saw what 
happened, I would encourage them to 
contact us.” 

Mr Davies was hailed as ‘caring and 
courageous’ by his family as they paid 
tribute after the tragedy. 

Bosses at the Dudley Group NHS 
Foundation Trust, which runs Rus¬ 
sells Hall Hospital, added their own 
tribute. Paula Clark, chief executive, 
said: “Hugh worked for the Trust for 
25 years and was very popular with 
his patients and his colleagues. 

“Hugh was a very skilled nurse 
who had a particular skill for teach¬ 
ing and passing on his knowledge to 
others. He will be very much missed. 
We would like to pass on our sincere 
condolences to his partner Julie, his 
family, friends and close colleagues.”

The police did nothing 
to protect our Tony 


DISGUSTED and disillusioned - the 
words of the father of Netherton man 
Tony Jones, who died on a bus outside 
Wolverhampton police station without 
any officers or staff helping him. 

The 28-year-old’s family said they were outraged 
at the events on October 17 with their loved one 
left dying on the bus outside the city’s main police 
station for almost an hour. 

Following a Independent Police Complaints 
Commission report into the failings surrounding 
Mr Jones’s death, his father John - a 57-year-old 
retired painter and decorator from Upper Gornal 
- said he was ‘disgusted and utterly disillusioned 
with the police’. 

Bus driver Ravinder Kumar diverted the Nol 
Dudley to Tettenhall bus to the police station to 
seek help after seeing Mr Jones slumped in his 
seat. He twice went in the station but, after his 
pleas for help went unanswered, called 999 for an 
ambulance himself. It arrived eight minutes later 
and two paramedics immediately started trying to 
revive Mr Jones. 

The IPCC found that the incident wasn’t logged 
at the front desk; some staff refused to get involved 
because they did not feel it was their job; the in¬ 
cident should have been classed as an emergency; 
and there was a defibrillator at the station that 
went un-used as Mr Jones suffered what medics 
classed a cardiac arrest. His father said: “The fact 
the incident was only logged by them after my son 
had been pronounced dead speaks volumes. It was 
a shambles. It is the job of the police to protect the 
public but they did absolutely nothing to protect 
Tony as he was dying outside their front door.” 

Disciplinary 

Following the tragedy, front desk worker Per- 
mjit Chima is facing disciplinary action and Special 
Constable Stefan Jones no longer volunteers with 
West Midlands Police. 

Tony’s sister Sarah Hart, 27, of Upper Gornal, 
said: “We have not had so much as a word of apol¬ 
ogy from the police over the mess they made of 
this. The whole thing was disgraceful. We are very 
grateful for what other passengers on the bus did 
to try to help Tony but I still find it almost impossi¬ 
ble to believe that untrained members of the public 
were left to deal with such a situation outside a 
police station full of people with first aid training 
and a defibrillator.” 

Mr Jones, of Gill Street, had alcohol, traces of 
heroin and sleeping pills in his blood, said pathol¬ 
ogist Dr Manel Mangalika. He was taking medica¬ 
tion as well as methadone, a heroin substitute

Our flag is 
all about 
celebrating 
industries 

THERE are a lot of things about The 
Beatles’ song Penny Lane which I find 
offensive. The turgid, sentimental lyrics. 
The dreary, depressing tune. The slack- 
jawed, disbelief which inevitably follows 
the confession that I don’t actually like 
The Beatles. 

Look, they’re just a pop group, like any 
other, and I don’t like them, OK? 

However, no reasonable person would 
ever dream of criticising the song be¬ 
cause it celebrates a street which was 
named after a slave trader. The link is just 
too tenuous. 

Which brings us to Patrick Vernon, an 
anti-racism campaigner who for the most 
bizarre of reasons, has taken offence at 
the Black Country flag. 

Mr Vernon, who grew up in Wol¬ 
verhampton before moving to the Big 
Smoke, finds the image of a chain in the 
Black Country flag “offensive”, saying it 
has connotations with the slave trade. 

Oh, gerrover yerself, Mr Vernon, yo’m a 
very saft mon. 

The Black Country flag has nothing to 
do with slavery, it is about celebrating the 
industries which put this region at the 
forefront of the Industrial Revolution. 

Mr Vernon says the Black Country 
glosses over its role in the slave trade. 
But slavery in Britain ended in 1807, and 
it seems absurd that Mr Vernon expects 
us to feel apologetic for the fact that in 
another century people in other countries 
used our chain for nefarious purposes.

How Melody tuned

She may have been fired from 
The Apprentice but this social 
entrepreneur has just won top 
award, writes Marion Brennan 


WHEN Melody Hossaini was asked 
what job title she wanted to pop up 
on screen under her name when 
she appeared on the 2011 series of 
The Apprentice, she replied ‘social 
entrepreneur’. 

“The producer laughed,” she re- 
calls.But the former Great Wyrley High 
School student insisted on the tagline, 
becoming the show’s first - and only - so¬ 
cial entrepreneur, the title given to peo¬ 
ple who apply commercial strategies to 
make social improvements. 

She was knocked out just before the final 
but not before making a big impact. Bold, con¬ 
fident and good-looking, she became famous 
for her inspirational quote ‘Don’t tell me the 
sky’s the limit when there are footprints on 
the moon’ - which one fan had tattooed on his 
arm. 

Responsible 

Lord Sugar branded her ‘ruthless’ and ‘a 
tiger’ so it was perhaps odd that she did not 
channel her undoubted business acumen into 
more obvious money-spinning schemes. 

But she says: “Social enterprises are doing 
well. New statistics have just been published 
that show they are now doing better than the 
commercial business model, contributing a 
lot to the economy and creating many jobs for 
people. 

“The world is moving that way, we are being 
more responsible consumers. We like to buy in 
a way that helps someone and there are lots of 
examples of little pockets of success.” 

Melody, now 30, is in the news again after 
being named Europe’s Most Influential 
Woman of 2015 at a ceremony in Brussels. 

The awards, under the patronage of the 
European Parliament, recognise the contri¬ 


butions of Europeans with a migrant back¬ 
ground. Meeting the qualifying criteria was 
no problem after being born in war-torn Iran 
and escaping with her family to Sweden before 
arriving in South Staffordshire at the age of 13 
with her mother and sister. 

It was while sitting at her bedroom desk at 
the family’s Station Road home that she spied 
an advert in Just 17 magazine for young peo¬ 
ple wanted as community ambassadors. 

It led to 11 years of volunteering, includ¬ 
ing two and a half years serving on the Youth 
Parliament where she ran climate change 
campaigns and went to 10 Downing Street to 
speak to Tony Blair about the war in Iraq. 

She says: “We were shaking things up, it 


wasn’t just me. It was an incredible time. I’m 
still friends with these people.” 

She went on to set up the successful social 
enterprise, InspirEngage International, in 
2009 with the aim of training people to suc¬ 
ceed by giving back. 

She goes into schools and colleges, including 
Great Wyrley High, to help prepare students 
for the world of business and work, trains 
vulnerable women to become economically 
active through social enterprise and guides 
corporations to better engage with their local 
communities. 

She said: “This award means a lot to me 
because of what it represents. So much nega¬ 
tive stuff is said about immigrants and asylum 


seekers, and I was both of those things. 

“The public thinks of them as anonymous 
people, but they are people like me who have 
worked hard to give back to their communi¬ 
ties. I want to shift people’s mindsets about 
immigrants. 

“I’d like them to think that perhaps they 
shouldn’t take a blanket approach. 

“Being an immigrant never leaves you, and 
that’s not to say that I don’t feel I belong here. 
I’m married now with a nine-month-old son 
and a home in Warwickshire. I’m very much 
settled, but being an immigrant is so much a 
part of my make-up.” 

The law graduate, who speaks five lan¬ 
guages, describes herself as an ‘accidental 
entrepreneur’ who avoided business studies 
at school. She entered the business arena only 
as a means of making a living out of her real 
interest, ‘making a difference’. 

Her passion for her work has increased 
since the birth of her son Kian, although she 
is learning the art of balance, she says. 

“I work from home a lot so I can spend as 
much time as possible with him. I cook and 
put Kian to bed. 

Judge 

“We find a way because I love my job and I 
think it will help my son by immersing him in 
the world I work in. I can’t wait for his life to 
be enriched by the job I do. I’ll take him with 
me as soon as he can walk.” 

She and businessman Claude Littner, who 
is taking over from Nick Hewer as one of Lord 
Sugar’s screen sidekicks, were recently judges 
on a social enterprise challenge, she says. 

“They are filming the next series at the mo¬ 
ment. He will be a fitting successor to Nick. 
Despite his screen reputation, he is kind and 
friendly, a wonderful spirit.” 

The keen blogger, who regularly reports on 
the programme for a national newspaper, is 
looking forward to its return. 

She looks back on her time on The Ap¬ 
prentice as a valuable experience and, no, she 
doesn’t cringe when she is reminded of the 
infamous ‘footsteps’ quote which she suggests 
was ‘overused’ on the show. 

She says: “At that point all those years ago 
that saying inspired me, and you take inspira¬ 
tion where you find it.”

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Fresh debate on 
combined authority

IT is the best of budgets, it is 
the worst of budgets, but is 
it the summer of hope or de¬ 
spair? 

I had to smile after seeing how 
the Treasury had officially named 
George Osborne’s post-election 
accounting the ‘summer budget’. 

Really, I suppose, it differentiated 
between March’s pre-election effort, 
involving the Liberal Democrats (poor 
souls) and the blue-top, un-skimmed 
Tory government that delivered this 
one. Even so, sticking the word ‘sum¬ 
mer’ in front of things gives it a sense 
of hope that takes the edge off. 

‘Summer term’ invokes the image 
of taking toys in to school on the last 
day before the holidays, rather than of 
exams or end of year reports. 

Cuts 

The Tories are full of the joys of 
summer after George Osborne an¬ 
nounced he was going to hike the 
minimum wage to £9 an hour for the 
over-25s by 2020. 

Labour’s fox on this has been well 
and truly shot, although they are 
far from short of ammunition on tax 
credit cuts and the public sector pay 
rise cap. 

Wolverhampton South West’s Rob 
Marris, back in the Commons after a 
five year absence, said: “It is putting 
the cart before the horse, because in¬ 
comes have not yet gone up enough 
to counterbalance the cut in tax cred¬ 
its. Tax credits will be frozen, as will

other benefits. There will be a freeze 
on working-age benefits, including tax 
credits and local housing allowances 
for four years. That will hurt some of 
the most vulnerable in our society.” 

While MPs may now have their 
summer recess in their sights, the 
West Midlands also had a warning to 
get its act together. That is how busi¬ 
ness leaders viewed the Chancellor’s 
enthusiasm for the Northern Power¬ 
house and devolution. 

Greater Manchester has already 
packed its bags while the formal 
launch of the West Midlands Com¬ 
bined Authority was overshadowed by 
debate, yet again, around it not being 
called Greater Birmingham. 

Mike Dell from the Black Country 
Chamber of Commerce said the mes¬ 
sage from the budget was ‘have an 
elected mayor or you don’t get any-

thing’. The question of a mayor was 
utterly absent from the statement of 
intent crafted by council leaders and 
launched in Coventry. They are sen¬ 
sible politically to leave that issue un¬ 
answered for now. 

They do not even have an offer on 
the table from the Chancellor of the 
powers and responsibilities the au¬ 
thority will take on. 

Asking people to get behind the idea 
of a mayor right now would fall at the 
first hurdle because no-one would be 
able to say what he or she would even 
be mayor of. 

If the Chancellor will not do a deal 
without an elected mayor, that’s his 
prerogative. But without a defined 
list of responsibilities for this first cit¬ 
izen of the West Midlands it is largely 
meaningless. We might as well call 
him or her the mayor of summer.

A 400ft stretch of canal in 
Wordsley was accidental¬ 
ly drained by a boater who 
failed to close a lock gate 
properly. 

A team from the Canal & River 
Trust was called out to raise wa¬ 
ter levels by the Red House Glass 
Cone at Wordsley. 

The stretch of canal, which at the 
deepest part would be about 6ft, had 
to be completely refilled before it could 
be re-opened last Thursday. 

Officials have ruled out vandalism 


and instead suspect that a boater who 
was using the lock gate left open one 
of the paddles that control the level 
of the water. This caused hundreds 
of gallons of water to drain out of the 
affected area. 

Levels 

It took several hours for water levels 
to return to normal along the stretch 
of the Stourbridge Canal between 
locks 12 and 13. 

Sarah Rudy, from the Canal & River 
Trust, said: “At the moment we don’t 
think that the locks have been vandal¬ 
ised, rather that one of the lock gate 


paddles, which help control the water 
levels on the canal and act a bit like a 
plug, was left open by a boater passing 
through the lock. 

“We fill the canal back up with water 
by moving water from other parts of 
the canal. We do this by opening up 
the lock gate paddles further up from 
where the canal is drained, this then 
naturally flows downstream.” 

Canals in the Black Country have 
been targeted by vandals. Last month 
they drained a two-mile stretch of 
the Staffordshire and Worcestershire 
Canal in Wolverhampton when they 
opened all 21 of its paddle locks.

Dudley tourism chief Council¬ 
lor Khurshid Ahmed says the Black 
Country deserves this recognition for 
its distinct limestone legacy and its in¬ 
dustrial and cultural heritage. 

He explained: “The Black Country 


is special for many reasons, not least 
with it being the place where many es¬ 
sential aspects of the Industrial Revo¬ 
lution began, which spread to change 
and modernise the entire world. 

“The area which serves over a mil¬ 
lion people is jam-packed with world- 
class hidden gems, many of which 
are nestled amongst buildings, roads 
and houses. These places are globally 
unique and internationally impor¬ 
tance. 

“The Black Country tells an incredi¬ 
ble story of vast changes in our planet 
over 428 million years and has a huge 
range of special features that are un¬ 


rivalled anywhere else in the world. 
We want everyone locally and all over 
the world to appreciate just how im¬ 
portant our industrial, geological and 
cultural heritage is, as well as just how 
extensive our contribution was to the 
Industrial Revolution. 

“Our geopark bid will be submitted 
later in the year.”

BLACK Country couple Libby Mar¬ 
tin and Rob Gazzard have turned 
personal tragedy into help for others 
after their baby Beatrice was still¬ 
born and they spent less than 24 
hours with her. 

Seeking to provide comfort to 
other parents who lose their babies, 
the couple are helping fund memory 
boxes, as well raising almost £4,000 
for a special hospital cooling cot. 

Libby’s family run a business 
called Bea’s Booth which hires out 
a photo booth for special occasions. 
For every client the couple pay for 
a memory box through the charity 
4Louis, which is then provided to a 
UK hospital for other parents. 

Libby, aged 24, and fiance Rob, 
26, said a memory box provided by 
4Louis helped to ease their pain 
after Beatrice died at Birmingham 
City Hospital in December last year. 


Ms Martin said: “It was important 
to us as a family that we gave some¬ 
thing back and that it was linked 
somehow to helping others in our 
situation so, for every photo booth 
hired, we sponsor a box. 

“Each box contains various things 
to help grieving families make mem¬ 
ories with their baby including 
special printing paper to take hand 
and foot prints, two teddies, one for 
the baby and one for you, and clay 
to take hand and foot prints. The 
memory box provided us with the 
only thing we could take away from 
our meeting with our daughter. It’s 
invaluable to parents who have lost 
their baby. .” 

The couple from Stourbridge, who 
now live in Sutton Coldfield, have 
raised almost £4,000 and provided 
Birmingham City Hospital with a 
cooling cot.

£l.5m worth of 
cannabis is seized 

WEST Midlands Police have seized and destroyed 2,820 
cannabis plants, worth an estimated £1.5 million on the 
street, in just one month across the Black Country. 

The force’s Cannabis Team confiscated the drugs dur¬ 
ing a series of raids in June. 

The team also seized 479 light bulbs from cannabis 
farms over the same period. They will now be recycled. 

Over the course of the month a total of 398 plants 
were taken from a house in The Broadway, Stourbridge, 
which had been specially converted for cultivation of the 
drug plants. 

Electricity 

And 77 plants were also seized during a swoop on a 
home in Pleasant View, Gornal, while dozens of plants 
were taken from a house in Churchfield Street, Dudley, 
during a busy month for the cannabis crew. 

In Walsall 47 plants were seized from a house in Moat 
Road, where two rooms had been converted for cultiva¬ 
tion. Electricity at the property had been illegally ab¬ 
stracted to power the venture.

Fire team sent to 400 false 
alarms in just five months 


A TEAM set up to respond solely to 
automatic fire alarms has attended 
more than 400 false alarms in the 
five months it has been in action. 

It is estimated that responding to 10,000 
false alarms costs West Midlands Fire Ser¬ 
vice more than £2.3 million a year. 

The service introduced the first of its Business 
Support Vehicles (BSVs) in February as part of 
efforts to stop fire engines and crews being de¬ 
ployed unnecessarily. 

More than 100 of the premises attended by 


the team have been given advice and support to 
make them and their staff safer. 

Group commander Simon Barry said: “We 
aim to get to serious incidents in five minutes, 
but false alarms can delay our response to gen¬ 
uine emergencies. 

Risk 

“They are unwelcome disruptions for fire¬ 
fighters when they are training or undertaking 
vital prevention work in our communities. They 
place fire crews and other road users at risk, and 
also carry a great financial cost in terms of fuel 


and wear and tear. Hundreds of unnecessary 
journeys also have an impact on the environ¬ 
ment. Our three BSVs are one of the many ways 
we help West Midlands firms and employers, 
by helping to minimise the disruption and loss 
in productivity that comes from repeated false 
alarms and evacuations.” 

They are driven by fire safety inspectors and 
operate 12 hours a day, at times when false calls 
are most frequent. When a call linked to an au¬ 
tomatic alarm is received, fire control operators 
decide whether to deploy the nearest fire engine 
accompanied by the nearest BSV.

INCREASES in parking charges at Russells 
Hall Hospital have prompted calls for Gov¬ 
ernment intervention. 

Dudley North MP Ian Austin spoke out after park¬ 
ing charges at Russells Hall hospital went up by half 
for a half an hour stay. 


Bosses have defended the 
maintenance costs meant 
the rise was needed follow¬ 
ing a two year price freeze. 

Parking for up to 30 min¬ 
utes now costs £1.50 up 
from £1, an hour costs £2.60 
up from £2 and three hours 
is up to £4.60 from £4. Long 
stay parking for up to 24 
hours has risen by just lOp 
and now costs £5.60. 

Mr Austin said: “Lots of 
people in Dudley have got 
in touch with me to say how 
frustrating it is to have to 
spend so much on parking 
when going to the hospital 
for an appointment or to 
visit loved ones. 

“These fees often hit vul¬ 
nerable people at a time 
when they may already be 
facing a fall in their income, 
and I want them cut. The 
Government needs to take a 
hands-on approach to tackle 
this issue so I’ll keep push¬ 
ing for action.”

Service with a smile - town's shops 
for workforce at the heart of industry 


THE vicinity of Darlaston Green 
once boasted one of the greatest 
concentrations of industrial ac¬ 
tivity in the world. 

So many thousands of people worked 
at this pulsating gathering of great 
factories that when the bulls sounded 
for the end of the day it was as if a tide 
of humanity poured down Richards 
Street, along Willenhall Road and up 
Lower Green. 

A town of less than 25,000 people even 
at its peak, yet its manufacturers impacted 
powerfully on the global market. 

By 1911 more than 6,000 people were 
making nuts and bolts in the Black Coun¬ 
try, and the great majority of them were 
now employed in Darlaston. 

Names like GKN and Charles Richards 
resonated with manufacturing excellence, 
but Darlaston did not rely only on nuts and 
bolt makers like these for its prosperity. 
Another company pushed itself into the

limelight through its innovation, design and 
quality products. 

It was Rubery Owen. In the 1880s the 
brothers J T and T W Rubery started a fac¬ 
tory in Booth Street for making light steel 
roof work, fencing, gates and the occasional 
bridge. Later, T W left the business, and in 
1893 his brother went into partnership with 
Alfred Ernest Owen. In 1910, Owen became 
sole owner and with his acute vision he 
added an aviation department, so allowing 
Rubery Owen to supply small aircraft com¬ 
ponents in the First World War. 

And it was as a powerhouse of industry 
that Darlaston became one of the most 
prosperous working-class towns in Eng¬ 
land. That prosperity was reflected in the 
small but bustling town centre packed with 
shops. These and others elsewhere in Dar¬ 
laston are the subject of an exciting new 
book called ‘Shops and Clubs of Darlaston 


throughout the Years’. A Heritage Lottery 
Fund project, it has been compiled by that 
unflagging digger and delver into the past of 
the town he loves so well - Tony Highfield. 

His latest publication emphasises: “Dar¬ 
laston once had a thriving shopping cen¬ 
tre, full of busy shops, providing all kinds 
of products and services. “The town had 
a wonderful, vibrant atmosphere and was 
often full of happy shoppers, sometimes 
passing the time of day with friends and 
neighbours in King Street, Church Street, 
High Street or Pinfold Street.” 

Among the contributors are Brenda and 
John Evans, who have many fond memo¬ 
ries of Bedworth’s. They write: “Leonard 
Bedworth started up his business with a 
horse and cart from a warehouse on Darlas¬ 
ton Road next door to the Kings Arms pub 
which like every business at the time was 
hard work. Then he opened the shops in 
King Street which was a fruit and vegetable 
shop and a wet fish shop opposite the Lion 
pub. Then they moved to the supermarket 
that used to belong to Littlewoods. Over the 


road, there was a flower shop that was run 
by Cynthia Bedworth, Leonard’s daughter. 

“His sons Ken and Barry helped out in 
the shops. I started working at Bedworth’s 
in 1958 aged 16 years old. I worked in the 
grocery when I started and I left Bedworth’s 
34 years later. I was a manageress due to 
being promoted over time. John Evans also 
worked for Bedworth’s.” 

Betty Dixon, nee Horne, also has won¬ 
derful memories of Darlaston’s shops. She 
recalls: “As a young 14-year-old girl back in 
1954,1 was allowed to have a part-time job 
and as my sister Brenda already had one 
in Littlewoods, Darlaston, I applied there 
where I was accepted but was only allowed 
to work four hours per week due to my age. 

‘Shops and Clubs of Darlaston’ is 
launched tomorrow at Darlaston All Ac¬ 
tive, 75 Willenhall Road, Darlaston WS10 
8JG. Entry is £2.50 on the door for a 7pm 
start and the book will be available free, 
with a film show, buffet and entertainment 
included.

HE risked his own life to save 
thousands of Jews from the 
horrors of Nazi Germany. 

Black Country students have chosen 
to honour Major Frank Foley by nam¬ 
ing their new £3.5 million performing 
arts centre after him. 

The Frank Foley Building has been 
opened at King Edward VI College in 
Stourbridge - the town he called home 
following the Second World War. 
Dubbed the ‘British Schindler’, the 
passport officer in Britain’s Berlin em¬ 
bassy hid escapees in his home during 
the ‘30s and bent rules to provide pass¬ 
ports and visas so they could escape. 


Students had chosen to dedicate the 
building, which has dance and drama 
studios, canteen and a graphics suite, 
to Major Foley after holding a vote. 

At the opening, his biographer Mi¬ 
chael Smith gave a speech about the 
former passport officer’s life. College 
spokeswoman Natasha Winter said: 
“He was a man who helped 10,000 
Jews escape from Nazi Germany and 
he risked his own life to do so.” 

Dudley North MP Ian Austin, who 
has called for a Black Country me¬ 
morial to the hero who died in Stour¬ 
bridge in 1958, attended with Ernest 
Ruppel, of Bewdley, whose family were 
helped by Major Foley.

Summer just got 
a lot more mellow 

ALBUMS 


Malpas — Birmingham singer-songwriter Ali Forbes and producer Andy Savours

THREE new releases, includ¬ 
ing two debuts, will light up 
the summer with mellow, 
subtle electronic pop music. 

Each, in a slightly different way, is 
recommended to anyone who includes 
The Beach Boys’ Pet Sounds among 
their favourite records. 

The Birmingham-based duo Malpas 
unveil a blissful blend of delicate folk 
with brutalist percussion and waves of 
synth on their debut Rain River Sea 
(out on July 27 on Killing Moon Re¬ 
cords). 

Opposites not only attract, they cre¬ 
ate an album that has got BRIT nomi¬ 
nation written all over, probably literal¬ 
ly so next year. Conceived in a Kings 
Heath attic, the album weaves together 
acoustic guitar and mandolin (I think 
possibly banjo too) with electronic 
sounds as singer-songwriter Ali Forbes 
joins forces with producer Andy Sa¬ 
vours, bringing the man who has made 
records with Sigus Ros and My Bloody 
Valentine from behind the mixing desk. 

The results stay on the right side 
of quirky but with gorgeous results 
on Where The River Runs and Here 
Comes The Rain. If there is a minus, it’s 
that Forbes’ vocals are a little low-key, 
though songs like Charlemagne con¬ 
firm his songwriting ability. 

The other debut is from C Duncan, 
who crafted Architect in the bedroom/ 
studio of his Glaswegian flat. I think 
Christopher Duncan may have made a 
classic. 

Gentle, warm, lush, those are three 
pretty good words to describe Archi¬ 
tect, released on July 17 on Fatcat 
Records. I don’t like to make com¬ 
parisons because it suggests lack of 
originality, and Architect certainly is 


distinctive and original. However, if you 
like The Blue Nile, Fleet Foxes, The Di¬ 
vine Comedy and/or Brian Wilson at his 
most mellow, listen to Architect. Twelve 
tracks, twelve slices of bliss, including 
the Bacharachish He Believes In Mir¬ 
acles, the irrepressibly sunny Garden 
or harmonious title track, and the jew¬ 
el-like singles Say and For. Martin was 
classically trained (Royal Conservatoire 
of Scotland) and it shines through this 
superbly crafted debut. 

Liverpool’s Outfit have made a fresh 
beginning on a new label, Memphis In¬ 
dustries, for their second album, Slow¬ 
ness, which is out now. From the Baba 
O’Riley opening to first track New Air 
with its stuttering synths until the six 
minutes of emotional electronica that 
closes the album with Swam Out, this 
is a sophisticated progression. 

The songs of singer Andrew PM 
Hunt and keyboardist Thomas Gorton 
meditate on long-distance relation¬ 
ships, perhaps reflecting Outfit being 
scattered between Liverpool, London 
and New York. The whole album has a 
3am feel with electronic chatter locat¬ 
ing it firmly in the 21st century. Intimate 


and sometimes haunting, with piano 
alongside the guitars and synths, it is 
a fine album, recommended to those 
who like Talk Talk, Doves and Air. 

Electro-R&B/pop trio Years & Years 
have had a good year, winning the BBC 
Sound of 2015 poll in January (previ¬ 
ous winners Adele and Sam Smith) and 
hitting the nol spot with the pounding 
King in March, followed by a Glaston¬ 
bury set in June. Communion, the 
portentously named debut from the 
London outfit fronted by Skins and Riot 
Club actor Oily Alexander, is a bland, 
insipid offering with King by far its best 
moment. The under-fed melancholy 
vocal of Alexander sounds boy-band 
reject.

Artist’s talk on 
Pegasus statue 

THE story behind Dudley’s unique Pegasus 
statue is being told as part of the Black 
Country Festival. 

Dudley artist Steve Field will give a talk: 
Who Put the Hoss on the Roundabout? at 
the town’s library on Thursday, July 23, at 
2pm. 

The colourful 15ft sculpture of the flying 
horse from Greek mythology was created 
for the Dudley Millennium Sculpture Trail 
by controversial sculptor and performance 
artist Andrew Logan. 

It was unveiled on the Scotts Green 
roundabout in 2001. 

Mr Field, aged 61, co-ordinated the crea¬ 
tion of the many unusual sculptures on the 
traffic islands around the town. 


ROADWORKS will be carried out 
on one the Black Country’s busiest 
dual carriageways to cope with extra 
traffic created by hundreds of homes 
being built in Bilston, Coseley and 
Tipton. 

Wolverhampton City Council has hand¬ 
ed a £1.5 million fund in the Chancellor’s 
budget to overhaul a junction on the Bir¬ 


mingham New Road, on the border with 
Dudley. 

The money has been set aside for works at the 
Shaw Road junction to cut congestion, improve 
conditions for cyclists and pedestrians and ad¬ 
dress road safety concerns following a series of 
accidents. 

Work will involve filter lanes to provide more 
space for cars to turn, pedestrian crossings and 
‘bus priority’. It is hoped the work will improve 
access to Bilston and Coseley and get traffic 


through what has become a notorious bottleneck 
in rush hour. 

Wolverhampton and Dudley councils will 
work together on the scheme to ‘unlock’ new 
housing for six sites - Bilston Urban Village and 
Ward Street in Wolverhampton, land off Dark- 
house Lane and Peartree Lane in Coseley, Cose¬ 
ley Park, and off Bloomfield Road, Tipton. This 
includes 900 homes on a 66-acre site, replacing 
eco park plans at Bean Road and Wellington in¬ 
dustrial estates and Newey Business Park. 


It’s a hole lot of

A HOLE the size of a football opened up 
in Dudley High Street and the road had 
to be closed during Friday, hitting busi¬ 
nesses. 

The hole, believed to be up to three me¬ 
tres wide under the surface, was spotted 
at around 10am on Friday morning near 
St Thomas’s Church. 

The High Street was immediately closed 
between Wolverhampton Street and Vicar 
Street by Dudley Council. 

South Staffordshire Water, National 
Grid and Severn Trent Water were called 
to investigate but no leaks were discov¬ 
ered.

Society, will be shut to drivers from August 19. 

They say the closure will have a major impact 
on trade and claim they were not told about the 
work until very recently. 

Roy Chumber, owner of Cradley Heath DIY, 
said: “Nobody had told me and I have been here 


30 years. I am angry because they should notify 
us before agreeing to the repairs. I pay nearly 
£900 each month in rent. 

“This will have a huge impact on us. A lot of 
my trade is people that drive up and carry a lot 
of heavy items out to their car. How can they 
expect to get their items if the road is closed?” 

Impact 

Rajesh Sethi, manager of the Ransons dis¬ 
count store, added: “This is absolutely going to 
have a great impact on the shops in this area. 

“Many of the people who come into the shop 


are just passing through. If the road is closed, 
who will come down this part of the road? There 
will be nobody here. I am very concerned.” 

The closure, which will be in place until Octo¬ 
ber 10, is one of four in the town centre to run 
consecutively while National Grid digs up the 
road to replace a gas main. 

Stephen Murray, National Grid’s head of net¬ 
work in the West Midlands, said: “We advise 
motorists and shoppers to bear with us while we 
carry out this essential work which is necessary 
to make sure the gas network in this area stays 
safe and reliable.”

A BELLY full of good food, the sun 
beating down and a chilled glass 
of white wine in hand , it’s fair to 
say I was one satisfied diner. 

There’s something about the laid- 
back vibe, friendly atmosphere and 
great food at The Crown at Wergs in 
Wolverhampton, which keeps luring 
me back time after time. 

And on my recent visit, once again I 
wasn’t disappointed. We struck lucky, it 
was a blistering hot Sunday afternoon and 
so we chose to sit outside in the front gar¬ 
den. 

And if the weather wasn’t as gorgeous as 
it had been, we’d have been happy enough 
inside as the surroundings are classy and 
the decor modern. 

It’s the kind of place that you want to 
make an effort for - if you pop in, get a little

dressed up - it’s more than just a bog-stand¬ 
ard pub and to be fair, I think The Crown 
knows it. 

There is plenty of room inside, with lux¬ 
urious furnishings, huge tables for large 
groups as well as places to sit at the bar. 
The Sunday papers were stacked up on our 
visit too (a nice touch), so we grabbed a cou¬ 
ple and settled in with a Pinot Grigio and a 
pint of cider as we looked over the menus. 

Normally I stick to the same foods when¬ 
ever I eat out, but the menu at The Crown 
was so good I wanted to try something new. 

I’ve also got a bit of a habit of looking 
at the dessert menu first, choosing what I 
want and then figuring out what else I can 
fit in so I’m not too full. Is it just me that 
does that? So deciding I was definitely hav¬ 
ing the apple tart I could go all out with my 


first two courses. The starters were difficult 
to choose from. My friend had already set 
his heart on the Beech mushrooms dish and 
I eventually went for the warm Melusine 
goat’s cheese crottin with beetroot carpac¬ 
cio and borage honey. 

Sweetness 

The dish was summer on a plate, warm, 
gooey, sharp cheese was balanced by the 
beetroot, while the sweetness of the honey 
added a very pleasant extra. My friend’s 
mushrooms arrived in a creamy and rich 
white wine and black garlic veloute. The 
mushrooms were tender, the poached egg 
was perfectly runny and yellow and the and 
pistou brioche added a contrasting texture. 

The main courses were as difficult to 
choose from as the starters, I could have 
devoured pretty much anything on the list. 
But in the end it was the duck that I went 


with. The Gressingham duck leg confit was 
moist, the waffle was sweet and a surpris¬ 
ing delight. Together with the sweet potato 
and honey roasted pineapple it made for a 
sugary dish, but I thought it was divine.My 
friend’s fillet steak was a hunk of juicy meat 
and was a real quality cut which was cooked 
perfectly medium rare. 

We were getting too full for dessert, but 
I’d already decided what I was having. The 
warm tarte aux pommes was exactly as I’d 
hoped it would be. Thinly sliced apples on 
wafer thin pastry and with the creamiest 
vanilla ice cream. My friend wolfed down 
his salted caramel chocolate pot - gooey 
chocolate, with the caramel subtly offset¬ 
ting the taste of the chocolate. Our meal 
and drinks came to just over £80, which is 
not cheap, but for three excellent courses, 
a couple of glasses of wine and a cider, was 
worth every penny.

The life and times of 
a broadcasting great 


E rudite. Intellectual.The thinking 
woman’s crumpet. A stripe- 
shirted guru who interviews the 
artistic heavyweights. 

Melvyn Bragg has been called 
everything in his time. But it’s for 
something far more basic that he is 
likely to be remembered, long after the 
big names of literature have been 
ticked off his South Bank Show guest 
list. It’s sex. Steamy sex. Raunchy sex. 
Read-behind-the-bike shed sex. All 
contained in the well-thumbed pages 
of his highly acclaimed novels which 
have been known to bring readers as 
well as the literary world out in a 
sweat. Remember A Time To Dance, 
which was serialised on television in 
1992? Bragg could barely move for 
the letters which poured into his office 
from people who could identify with 
the steamy shenanigans going on 
between a middle-aged bank 
manager and his young lover. And 
what about Crystal Rooms? It made A 
Time To Dance seem like Mary 
Poppins. 

But Bragg, now 75, defends those 
‘meaty bits’ by saying: “I write about 
sex because it’s there to be written 


about.” Adding with relish: “In other 
people’s books it’s often salacious or 
crude. In mine it involves mystery, awe 
and certain unidentifiable feelings...” 
But there’s more, much more, to 
Melvyn Bragg’s immeasurable talents 
than a handful of steamy sex scenes. 

Three films, a couple of musicals, a 
best-selling biography of Richard 
Burton, several more novels, shows 
on both radio and TV... need he go 
on? 

But Melvyn isn’t one to brag (sorry). 
He doesn’t need to. The results of his 
prolific workload are there for 
everyone to see, enjoy, and comment 
on. Yes, even snigger behind the bike 
sheds. And by all accounts there’s 
plenty more on the way. “If you ask 
me what I want to be doing in five 
years’ time I would say pretty much 
what I’m doing now,” he remarks. 

The idea of still being at work at the 
age of 80 would send shivers down 
the spine of most people, but you can 
imagine Bragg still throwing himself 
into new projects left, right and centre. 
How does he manage to juggle so 
many strands seemingly so 
seamlessly? 


“I compartmentalise, and I don’t 
have any hobbies,” he reveals. “I 
was married at 21, and when I 
started work I had to find the 
time to write. I had to get up at 
five in the morning and work at 
weekend, and I just got into the habit 
of running that and my day job 
together. 

“Luckily I had a job that I enjoyed, 
and that gives you energy.” 

Bragg is clearly doing something 
right because he’s about to celebrate 
50 years as one of Britain’s foremost 
champions of the arts. 

This documentary takes him back to 
his working class roots in Wigton in 
Cumbria, and examines how his 
background has had an influence on 
his career. 

There’s also a chance to find out 
more about his university years, rise 
to fame and status as a member of 
the House of Lords. 

Plus, an eclectic group of famous 
faces offer their opinions on Bragg 
and his work, including Judi Dench, 
Tony Blair, Grayson Perry, Chris 
Evans, John Birt and Will Self.

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Encouraging feedback for developers of proposed estate 


DEVELOPERS say they are pleased with the 
support they were given by residents in Cose- 
ley at an exhibition about a 900-home plan. 

While the dozens of people who turned out 
at the two-day consultation event about the 
66-acre Coseley Park offered mainly positive 
responses, concerns were raised about the im¬ 
pact on the amount of traffic. 

The plans for the site replace the former 
Coseley Eco Park scheme at the Bean Road 
and Wellington industrial estates and Newey 


Business Park. According to the group behind 
the proposals, the fact they offer an increased 
number of homes was welcomed. 

Abbas Raza, spokesman for developers 
Skelton Group Investments Limited, said: 
“We had over 50 people attend and they 
seemed quite happy to see housing planned 
for the site. There are questions around traf¬ 
fic but given this was the first time we’ve dis¬ 
cussed the plans with the community we were 
pretty pleased. 


“We’ll take the feedback on board when 
we’re putting our application together and 
talk to the council officers to see what we can 
do to address the concerns.” 

The developers are looking to submit a 
planning application next month, potentially 
meaning a decision can be made by the end 
of the year. 

“The traffic is the main problem at the mo¬ 
ment and people asked us to look at that in 
relation to the development,” Mr Raza said. 


“There were some interesting answers. 

“People seem to support the development 
but want changes to the traffic aspect as 
they’re worried about it. We’re happy to do 
what we can to help.” 

Plans initially put forward for Coseley Eco 
Park in 2011 included 200 homes, alongside 
commercial and retail space. Planning per¬ 
mission for the scheme was granted in 2012, 
but this hit the buffers after the development 
partner ran into commercial difficulties. Since 


then the site has been shortlisted as one of the 
UK’s first Housing Zones. Skelton Group’s 
new plans will see up to 900 homes, a super¬ 
market and a public open space and a number 
of ponds and tree-lined streets. 

The masterplan site consists of the Welling¬ 
ton Industrial Estate to the north, the Bean 
Road Industrial Estate in the centre and 
the Newey Business Park to the south. Bir¬ 
mingham New Road runs along the western 
boundary of the site.

The en¬ 
gines are the 1.6-litre GDi direct-injec¬ 
tion petrol unit developing 133bhp and 
165Nm of torque, or the advanced 1.7-litre 
common-rail turbodiesel which develops 
114bhp and 260Nm. Both are front-wheel- 
drive models with a six-speed manual trans¬ 
mission linked to Kia’s Intelligent Stop & Go 
engine stop-start system to save fuel and 
eliminate emissions when idling in traffic. 

The standard colour is solid Arctic White, 
but buyers are able to opt for one of three 
metallic finishes - Phantom Black, Fusion 
White or Dark Gun Metal - for £525.

The interior is upholstered in unique black 
leather with contrasting grey Dinamica® 
microfiber inserts. This is complemented 
by the light grey door inserts unique to the 
‘Axis Edition’ models. The front and outer 
rear seats incorporate heater elements. The 
premium look of the interior is enhanced by 
black headlining, black B and C pillar cover¬ 
ings and black sun visors, grab handles and 
map light switches. Privacy glass and an au¬ 
to-dimming rear-view mirror are other luxury 
flourishes fitted as standard. 

The lavish specification includes a sev¬ 
en-speaker Infinity® high-end sound system 
incorporating a subwoofer and external amp. 
This includes an AM/FM radio, CD player, 
USB and AUX sockets and iPod connectivity. 
Bluetooth music streaming and hands-free 
phone operation are also supported, with 
voice control in any of 10 languages. 

The Axis Edition models also come with a 
seven-inch touchscreen satellite navigation 
system including full UK postcode recogni¬ 
tion and European mapping for 44 countries. 
The system includes TMC traffic messaging 
with a detour function, motorway junction 
views, lane guidance and a speed limit alert. 
It allows the driver to input quick, short and 
economy routes. A reversing camera with 
views displayed in the touchscreen is an ad¬ 
ditional useful feature built into the system. 

The 1.6-litre GDi engine makes it possible 
to increase power and torque levels while 
reducing fuel consumption and C02 emis¬ 
sions. Typically, a GDi engine will deliver sev¬ 
en per cent more torque at low engine revo¬ 
lutions and 12 per cent more torque at high 
rpm than a conventional engine of similar ca¬ 
pacity - and with fuel economy improvement 
of about 10 per cent.

A fine mist of petrol is injected directly 
into each of the four cylinders at up to 135 
bar in minutely precise quantities and with 
millisecond timing to ensure the Sportage 
uses only as much fuel as it needs, exactly 
when it needs it.

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Svelte and 
sexy beast 
gets a few 
tiny tweaks

It’s one of the best-looking cars money can 
buy, and now you can have it with a manual 
gearbox. Jaguar’s F-Type is the best sports 
car to come from the British brand in dec¬ 
ades, but that hasn’t prevented them from 
trying to make it better. 

For the 2016 model year, there are some visual and 
mechanical tweaks but most significantly it is availa¬ 
ble with a manual gearbox for the first time. 

Elsewhere, all F-Type models now have an electro-hy¬ 
draulic power steering system like that of the XE saloon, 
and four-wheel-drive is now available on S and R versions 
of the F-Type, although the six-speed manual is two-wheel- 
drive only. 

A beautiful car to look at, and unusually more so in Coupe 
than in Roadster form, the F-Type needed next to no chang¬ 
es in order to make it look good. So unless you choose the 
4WD version which gets a re-profiled bonnet, you’re getting 
the same svelte and modern shape. 

It’s very colour-sensitive, especially with the new options 
packs and several alloy wheel designs, but you’d have to 
work hard to produce an unsightly F-Type. 

Those looks are a big part of the F-Type’s racy image, as 
well as the fact that they aren’t too commonplace on the 
roads. 

The F-Type remains a strict two-seater and with much of 
the front end occupied by a selection of sizeable engines, 
so the space available is relatively modest. The centre con¬ 
sole has been re-jigged to give more room for your left arm 
to change gear on the manual model which is a help, and 
although it’s snug inside, even taller drivers can get com¬ 
fortable. 

Better still, the Coupe has a decent boot with 315 litres 
available. 

Even the most sensitive of palms will struggle to feel the 
change to an electric power steering system; it’s still su¬ 
per-sharp and responsive and maintains the F-Type’s lively 
character. 


Elements 

The manual gearbox is definitely the choice for the enthu¬ 
siast, as it shifts quickly and with great ease while the pedal 
positioning is good for those who like to heel-and-toe. 

But it is the blend of these elements that makes the F-Type 
so much fun. 

Sure, the monstrously powerful R model is a complete 
hoot, but the S is plenty fast; there’s 375bhp on offer, enough 
to blast to 62mph in 5.5 seconds and all accompanied by an 
outrageous rasp from the exhaust that hardly seems legal. 

It’s difficult to drive without a large grin appearing on your 
face. 

There’s plenty of competition for the F-Type even at 
around £60,000 for a version like this, but you get lots of kit 
for the money. 

Even the standard V6 model gets 18-inch alloy wheels 
and part-leather cabin, while this S model adds important 
stuff like the adaptive suspension, limited slip differential 
and the all-important active sports exhaust. 

There’s plenty of scope for going crazy with the options 
list but the S version has a lot of the crucial kit for a reason¬ 
able premium over the standard car. 

The refreshing thing about the F-Type is that although it’s 
a sports car, it’s not an overtly masculine one. Jodie Kidd 
drives one, and just like the E-Type that went before it, the 
F-Type has a visual appeal that will attract young, old, male 
and female. 

Of course there’s a financial investment required, but bar¬ 
ring that hurdle, it’s a sports car with a very broad appeal. 

This car summed up in a single word: Sexy. 

If this car was a school teacher it would command instant 
respect without having to shout about it.
